Executive Order reestablishing the Mental Health Advisory Council 
within the Department of Institutions. 


I, THOMAS L. JUDGE, in accordance with the powers vested in me as 
governor by the laws and constitution of the State of Montana, and in 
particular recognition of the authority granted to me by Section 82A-110, 
Revised Codes of Montana (1947), do hereby reestablish the Mental Health 
Advisory Council as an advisory council attached to the Department of 
Institutions. The Mental Health Advisory Council shall be the state 
advisory council required by Section 237 of the Community Health Center 
Act (Public Law 94-63, 94th Congress, July 29, 1975; 89 Stat. 330; 42 
U.S.C. 2689 et seg.) and is further required by 42 C.F.R. 54.104 (f) (3). 

The Council shall meet at least once every ninety days, and shall 
consult with and provide advice to the Department of Institutions and, 
where useful, the Department of Social and Rehabilitation Services, on the 
administration of community mental health centers and on the provision of 
comprehensive mental health services within Montana. 

The Council shail be composed of not more than fifteen members, 
including representatives of non-government organizations or groups, and 
of state agencies, concerned with the planning, operation, or use of 
community mental health centers or other mental health facilities, and 
representatives of consumers and providers of the services of such centers 
and facilities who are familiar with the need for such services. 


The Council shall continue in existence through June 30, 1979,
